ANNEXATION OF JAAiAICA. 

Jamaica wants to juin tho Canadian 
confederacy. Well, let her join, wu say, if 
it will do her any good, though there are 
certainly many objections that can bo 
urged against admitting this tropical is- 
land int6 the union. SVhen tho British 
colonios in North America first consolid- 
ated tho ureatest difference was. betVeen 
the provinces caused by tho wido diver- 
jjonco in race, religion and interests, 
yhoukl Jamaica bo admitted into tho con- 
federation Bonio of the old disputes might 
be renewed, Tlje country is as dilfeieut 
from the Dominion of Canada as nigiit in 
from day. Tho population of the island is 
said to bo about 000,000, of whom only 
15,000 are whites. This would bo a queer 
addition to' make to the Dominion. The 
mass of the people aro ignorant and en- 
tirely unused to exercising the rights of 
self-governmei'it. Nevertheless there is 
Boraething to bo said in favor of annexing 
tho island of Jamaica. Its varied products 
would greatly add to the wealth of the 
Dominiun, It is a rich and fertile sugar 
growing country and this industry aloiio, 
if worked by onergutiu Canadians, might 
so'in become of vast importance. Fruits, 
tobacco an^ other tropical products would 
be cultivated 'to -the advantage of both 
countrie.t. It is not by any means cortnin 
that Jamaica will lie aduulted; but lior 
government 13 discussing the subject and 
Sir John Macdonald in lunv considering a 
document requesting tho Canadian gov- 
ernment to to give tho subject thoir at- 
tention. 

riil'lE TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

It is doubtful whether England is pros- 
perous under free trade. Many iudustriL-s 
are flagging under the gompetiliou of goods 
from tho United States uiid other protected 
countries. A short time ago the Knglish 
watchumkers convened to ilispuss what 
could be done to remedy the great dejtres- 
siou ill trade caufied by the competition of 
Amerieiiii wutcljes. Niit long ago Mr. 
Coekerill, a gn at I'UiglisU iroumuster, liiu!- 
iug biiiiKclf unable Id enntiiiui! t(j carry on 
tho busincKa prulitubly uikIim- free trade, 
established large works in ]!elgium. .Vnd 
British ironmasti'is are now turning their 
ulieuiiuu to the 'I'uili il Stale.-., till Tituri 
Salt, Charles Sti-nd, of Driulfovd, and .>Ir. 
Donaldson, of Glasgow, have purcbased 
43,(100 acres of land, equal to tweuty 
miles wciuare, in Tennessee, and are pre- 
paring to invest $2,0OO,OU0 in blast furnaces, 
coke ovens, and rolling mills. Two mam- 
moth blast furnaei'S, Tf) fei4 high and '20 feet 
b<iblu!S will bo ereeteil with all the most im- 
proved appliances for making iic_>ii (-ln-aii. 
Jiigbtoen limidred tons of iron mid .;ti'el 
■ ■will b'e-tequinid for llie plant, besides one 
hundred tons of. j-ivets. Thero will bp ;iUO 
coke oveUH which will'b'e'built by ii New- 
castle firm. The furnace capacity will be 
175 tons of metal per day. If this im- 
mense enterprise succeeds other Knglish 
manufaetnvers will probably follow their ex- 
ample and tbere will bo ou exodus to pro- 
tected countries. England's free trade 
policy ifl ruiiiouR. It is time that the gov- 
eruiiioiit rGcognized this fact luul gave to 
the maiiufacturers and the working classes 
the protection they so iiiucb need. 

SCALING MUUNT BAKER. 

Mr, Valentine Lowo and Mr. L. T. 
Bates, who recently performed ihofoatof 
scaling Mount Baker, as described in yes- 
terday's Coluiiid, are to be congratulated 
on the sUbfiesB of their undertaking. They 
did whfttfhas only once been done before; 
and of this former ascent of the mountain 
there is some doubt. It is to venture-

It has been discovered that tlio I'rince 
of Wales' excellent speech at tho emanci- 
pation jubilee ia a little plagarism from 
an article in the July issue of Leisure 
Hours. The appropriation included tho 
adjective "ruthless," which was applied 
to tho civil war in America, and for the 
use of which tho speaker was taken up at 
the time by tho spectators. 

The Academy rebukes Urot Harto as a 
real genius who wasted himiolf'on pot- 
boilers, "like his latest roolleolion of 
stones, instead of closing ngE^fSP to tho 
siren songs of publishers, anll'at^mpting 
a great work. " 

Tho garter decoration is held cheaper 
than over, since its bestowal on Prince 
tJeorgo of Wales. There was no prece- 
dent for giving it to a minor. 

The Salvation Army is petering out. Its 
stale cry has perceptibly dwindled, and 
tho receipts have fallen off immensely. 

Tho Catholic nobility are interested in 
the aniiouncoiueut of the iiujieiidiug mar- 
riage of Viscount Fielding, son of the 
earl of Denbigh, to a sister of Lord Clif- 
ford, head of another ancient Catholic 
family. 

The sudden closing of the Drury Lane 
theatre by Haverly has elicited no com- 
ment on the part of London now3[)apers.

Winans, despite his republican nativity 
has apparently acquired the worst tradi- 
tions of li)iiglisli feudalism.

nuJTlsi; roLiTics. 

The fact that the Queen's speech pr<j- 
ruguing parliament was full of references 
to failures of the government has been 
made the most of by tory newspapers, and 
the barrenness of the session is unques- 
tionably having its etl'ect upon the public 
mind. Within the past ten days tliere 
has been an obvious change in tho politi- 
cal situation in favor of tho conservatives. 
The undoubted success of the great con- 
sorvativo meeting at Manchester has had 
its effect on the liberals and we hear no 
more cocksure talk abimt tlio will of the 
people being all on one side. There is re- 
cognition, instead, of the fact that the two 
parties are still strongly balanced and that 
the issue to \io decided in tho next great 
fight la uncertain. 

Salisbury is showing great tactical' po\V- 
or. Ill 1871 be was a most violent critic 
of Disraeli's policy of out hberalling the 
liberals and now ho ia doing tho same 
thing hims'elf. His latter speeches which, 
by tho way, aro tho best delivered in the 
whole controversy, take advance ground 
fer an arithmetical redi^tributinn 
of the seating and the abiditiou nf ihv 
old electoral anomalies. This is mucb 
further than (iladstono went in his tenta- 
tive skotch of reapportionment and tho 
riiBult is a shaking of tho liberal strength 
in all the great centres of population like 
ISlanchestor, Biriningliain, Ijiverpnol, Lmi ■ 
dun and Leeds wliere the present ropro: 
seutatives oiight ueaijy to bo trebled. 

In the election held during this parlia- 
ment theoonservativea havu gained liftoen, 
tho liheriils tivo and the nationalists four, 
llli; KI'.I.ATIONS I!1-;twi-k.n okr.manv anu 

'I'he growing coldness between Oeriiiaiiy 
and England is attracting much attoutioii 
and is beginning to be looked upon as 
aeriouH. Tho general opinion is that Bis- 
marck ia sorely irritated at Gladstonu's 
c(mtomptuoiis and semi hostile attitude 
towards tho scheme of Otsriuan coloniza- 
tion in Western Africa, in which it is no 
torious that Hisniarck is greatly iiiturcst- 
ed. It is to bo hoped, however, that 
Uismarck will refrain from making any 
such open mariifostations of his di.'<like to 
the present ICiigliah governuieut, as it, 
would result in tho aiienatiuu of tlmt 
largo and powerful body of I'higlishmen 
who sincerely desire to maintain cordial 
relations with Germany. iMuch dotiouds 
upon the coming parPiamontary election. 
It is certain that if the tories come into 
tho possession of the government, Eng- 
land will speedily become a member of tho 
Austro-Gorman alliance. In the mean- 
time thero is great curiosity as to the im- 
piirtanco of the' conference at Varza, be 
tweon Bismarck and Kalnoky. It is freely 
asserted that tho German cliancollor is so 
disgusted with the failure of the Egyptian 
conference and with the Oladstouian 
policy generally, that he is planning a 
note from Austria and (Jermany to Eng- 
land, demanding a prompt settlement of 
the .-Vlexaiidria indemnity claims and the 
enforcement of tho proper sanitary regu- 
lations in Egyptian cities.

Tho defeat of Hanlan by Ileach in to- 
day's race in Australia caused generil sur- 
prise in London, lianlan was heavily 
backed here,, although Beach was known 
to be' better than myc6ck'''and was* ex- 
pected to bo a formidable oppouent>when- 
evor they should bo pitted against each 
other for big money. Hanlan's chief 
backer in London was enthusiastic yester- 
day over his prospects of success and laid 
£500 to £100 on Uanlan to all takers. 
Everyoneiin Loudon believes Hanlan did 
his best. ' 

LOllNE AND LOOISE. 

The continued separation of Lorno and 
Princess Louise is again attracting com- 
ment. Tho princess left England yostor- 
tlay to spend the autumn in Germany. 
Lorno is yachting with his father and 
mother in tho Hebrides. It is reported 
that he will succeed his I^rothet Lbrd 
Colin Campbell at tho next election to the 
command in Argyleshire. 

WAR rOSSIBLE. 

Tho ugly attitude of tho Gorman papers 
towards England has been inlonsiliod this 
week, the result being an irritating spirit 
here. This is especially to bo seen in the 
columns of letters appearing in the daily 
papers urging the immcdiatostrongtheniiig 
of the navy. Some of these letters are 
signed by naval men of note.

Miss Gutzart of 
Chicago, and Miss Wassorman of .Port- 
land, recently paased a week at Victoria, 
has supplied the Poal-Iutelligoiicur with 
his impressions of this charming city and 
provii.cu and the hospitublo.inhabitants. 
Mr. Loary says Victoria is a'vory beauti- 
ful city, with picturesque surroundings 
and cliarmiiig drives. Tho various inlets 
entering from the ea'st sid6 of tho island 
requiring bridge spans, together with its 
gorges and w atcTtulls, make it a most ro- 
niuntiu resort. In fact the suburbs aro 
•natural parka. Nature has done a great 
deal for the city aud surroundings whilo 
its citizens have done vury little. He 
couipliiins of tho alow growth of this city, 
remarking that ho found here in 1809 
8,000 inhabitants, whilo in 1884 he finds 
tho population has increaaod to only 10,- 
000. Mr. Loary ia mistaken in his 1809 
estimato. There wereacarcol) 0,000 pooplo 
in Victoria in 1809, and the population 
has "doubled in 15 years. The growth of 
Seattle has boon more marked, having in- 
creased from 900 in 1809 to 12,000 in- 
habiianta in 1884.

that the financial condition of Victoria 
and British Columbia is sound aud that 
all that is required is energy on behalf of 
its people to develop its roaources in coal, 
timber and manufactories. With this 
surplus money in the banks at Seattle 
that city and county would hum with ac- 
tive industry and thrift. 

Within tho liUit twelve months Victoria 
has improved considerably — in fact nearly 
all uf tho improvements made within the 
past fifteen yours have been made during 
that time. 

The roijuiremonts of tho city of Victoria 
now aro a butter system of water works 
and sewerage. At present the sewerage is 
conducted' by surface drains and is so im- 
perfect and unsatisfactory »s to throw 
great diacrodit upon tho municipality. It 
is a stench in tho nostrils of civilized be- 
ings and should be immediately reniediud. 
The healthy location of the city and ita 
surroundings aru all that prevents its 
citizona from buing stricken with malaria 
und kindred diseases.'

Tho first, 
named firm has built fine wharves,- run 
J^^s of steauiers, erected canncriu8,[ and 
are engaged in other extensive coinmorfijjil 
pursuits, of great advantage to the pro- 
vince; while Ivlr. Dunsniuir, in the de- 
vulopmont of his coal mines, and carrying 
on his general commorci.al interests, helps 
to keep the ball r.illii'ig.
